Ehn, deputy factory inspector for the 
state, is at work in the line of his offic­ 
ial duties in this city, it may not be out 
of place to give publicity to the follow­ 
ing recent act of our legislature on the 
employment of children. 
It is entitled 
“ An Act to R egulate the Employment 
of Children in the State of Illinois, and 
to Provide for the Enforcement There­ 
of:" and it was approved June 9, 1*97. 
Its provisions are as follows: 
Sec. 1. 
No child under the age of 
fourteen years shall be employed, per­ 
mitted or suffered to work for wages at 
any gainful 
occupation 
hereinafter 
mentioned. 
Sec. 2. 
It shall be the duty of every 
person, firm or corporation, agent or 
manager of any firm or conjuration 
employing minors in any mercantile in­ 
stitution, store, office, laundry, manu­ 
facturing 
establishment, 
factory or _ 
workshop within this state, to keep a ; 
register in said mercantile establish- j 
meat, store, office, laundry, manufac- ! 
Turing establishment, factory or work- j 
s top, in which said minors shall be ; 
employed, or permitted or suffered to j 
work, in which register shall be rec­ 
orded the name, age and place of resi- 
d *nee of every child employed, or per­ 
mitted or suffered to work therein un­ 
der the age of sixteen years: and it 
shall be unlawful for any person, firm 
or corporation, agent or manager of 
any firm or corporation, to hire or em­ 
ploy or permit or suffer to work, in any 
mercantile 
institution, store, 
office, 
laundry, manufacturing establishment, 
factory or workshop, any child under 
the age of sixteen years and over the 
age of fourteen years, unless there is 
first provided and placed on file in such 
mercantile institution, office, laundry, 
manufacturing establishment, factory, 
or workshop an affidavit made by the 
parent or guardian, Mating the name, 
date and place of birth of such child. 
I ' such child shall have no parent or 
guardian, then such affidavit shall be 
made by the ch iL . 
x\nd the register 
and affidavits herein provided for shall, 
on demand, be produced and shown for 
inspection to the state factory inspec­ 
tor, assistant state factory inspector, or 
deputy state factory inspector. 
Sec. 3. 
Every person, firm or cor­ 
poration, agent or manager of a cor­ 
poration, employing or permitting or 
suffering to work, children under the 
age of 16 years, and over the age of 1 1 
years, in any mercantile institution, 
store,«office, laundry, manufacturing 
establishment, factory or workshop, 
shall post and keep posted in a con 
spicuous place in every room in which 
such help is employed, or permitted or 
suffered to work, a list containing the 
name, age and place of residence of 
every person under the age of sixteen 
years employed, permitted or suffered 
to work in such room. 
Sec. 4. 
No person under the age of 
sixteen years shall be employed, or 
suffered to work for wages at any gaiu- 
ful occupation more than sixty (60) 
hours in any one week, nor more than 
ten (10) hours in any one day. 
Sec. 6. 
No child under the age of 
sixteen years shall be employed, or 
permitted or suffered to work by any 
person, firm or corporation in this state 
at such extra hazardous employment 
whereby its life or limb is in danger, or 
it» health is likely to be injured, or its 
morals may be depraved. 
See. 7. It shall be the duty of the state 
factory inspector to enforce the provi­ 
sions of this act, and to prosecute all 
violations of the same before any mag­ 
istrate or any court of competent juris­ 
diction in this state. 
It shall be the 
duty of the state factory inspector, as­ 
sistant state factory inspector, and of 
the deputy state factory inspectors, un­ 
der the supervision and direction oi 
the state factory inspector, and they 
are hereby authorized and empowered 
to visit and inspect, at all reasonable 
times, and as often as possible, all 
places covered by this act. 
Sec. 9. 
Any person, firm or corpor­ 
ation, who, whether for himself or for 
such firm or corporation, or by himself 
or through sub-agents or 
foreman, 
shall violate or fail to comply with any 
of the provisions of this act, shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
upon conviction thereof shall be lined 
not less than ten dollars ($10) nor more 
than ($100) for each offense. 
Any cor­ 
poration which, by its agents, officers 
or servants, shall violate or fail to 
comply with any of the provisions of 
thi» act, shall be liable to the above 
penalties, which may be 
recovered 
against such corporation in an action 
for debt or assumsit brought before any 
court of competent jurisdiction in this 
state.

It wa s a rra nged tha t ea ch ma rket should 
lie built a nd kept in repa ir by the neigh­ 
bors, a nd a t the end of 50 yea rs it wa s 
to belong to the city.

Another wa s put up on Ha nover squa re

m a r k e t a nd ha d a pra ctica l monop­ 
oly of the business of the city on tha t 
side of town until the esta blishment by 
the neighbors of a ma rket a t the font of 
Wa ll street to be known » is the Mea l 
ma rket. It wa s esta blished “ exclusive­ 
ly for the sa le of corn a nd m ea l,” a nd 
a lso “ sla ves stood for sa le or to be let to 
hire” a t this point. In 178 5 these prim i­ 
tive ma rket a rra ngements were done 
a wa y with a nd the present system, since 
enla rged a nd improved,superseded them. 
The city now receives in a yea r in ma r­ 
ket rents $28 5 ,000, exclusive of va ult 
rents a nd ma rket permits. 
The whole 
public revenue from this source is a bout 
$300,000 a yea r.— N ew York Hun.
